He said that 
while this was significant of prosper- 
ity, "even more significant, however, Is 
the fact that about $1,000,000 has been 
epent In homes In America since Jan- 
uary 1." 


Home 
ownership In the United 


States, Mr. Straus commented, was 
a ^splendid stabilizer, becnuce people 
wno own their own homes nre not sus- 
ceptible to the teachings of dangerous 
radicals." 


Referring to this year's record con- 


struction, Sir. Straus suld:

In 1020 there were 23,000,000 families 
in the United Stntes, 11,400,000 of 
whom owned their own homes.

33 there was ,<i gain of 71 
per cent In permits for one-family 
houses in 1021 and this year will show 
K greater gain. It is anticipated.

able to show such a marvelous: growth, j 
When we consider the many serious j 
strikes and the gencrnl unrest that ex- 
ists abroad, it is truly remarkable that 
so much new building has been done 
this year. It demonstrates the funda- 
mental strength nf American business 
ns nothing else can do. and the figures 
which have just been quoted should be 
a note of optimism tf> tlie entire busi- 
ness world. 


"However, it is oven more . Impor- 


tant that there lias been such a large 
increase in home ownership In th* 
United States. This is one of the heat 
proofs that Americans are coming to 
understand the vnlue of thrift, f^r no 
phase of thrift is as sipnirtcant of 
right thinking and right living by the 
public as home ownership.

warehouse at Moscow, two scenes 
of which are shown' above, and 
shipped by rail and motor truck to 
the districts. Every district is kept 
well supplied by the ^foscow depot, 
so that deliver}' of the food pack- 
age, is almost simultaneous with the 
receipt of the remittance, 


The A. R. A.' Food Remittance 


system'was inaugurated two' years 
ago during the feeding operations 
in Eastern and Central- Europe, and 
provided a means whereby adults'" in 
the 
stricken 
countries 'could 
be 


reached by friends and relative's in 
this country. The food package has 
been so standardized that by pur- 
chasing ihe products that make it 
up in large quantities the A. R. A. 
has been able to deliver more than 


i ten dollars' worth of food, at mar- 
' kct prices, in each package, despite 


the fact that twenty-live per cent of \ 
all Food Remittances is taken out 
and set aside for child feeding.. 


The package, 
delivered in two 


"wooden containers, consists of 49 
pounds of flour, 25 of rice, 20 cans 
of evaporated milk, ten pounds of 
sugar, ten of lard and three of tea, 
or 120 pounds in all. In Russia to-'| 
d;iy, were it possible to purchase all 
of these ingredients, the ^ package 
would cost in the. neighborhood of 
100,000,000 roubles. 


Following the announcement that 


it will continue to feed 1.300,000 chil- 
dren, and probably a. mi'.lion adults 
during the approaching wiriter, the 
American Relief Administration has 
further announced that food pack- 
age deliveries will be continued.

Chicago. — While swimming in tb« 


lake at Oak street bathing beach some 
time ago Basil Wallace, twenty.four 
years old, a printer, dived off a pier 
and broke his neck when he struck 
his head against the bottom. Today 
he alt* In his room in the Polycllnlc 
hospital 
practically 
recovered 
and 


»oon will be discharged as cured. 


That he Is not dead. It li said, !• 


because of prompt action on the part 
of physicians In the hospital In 
rir 


flng up an • apparatus to stretch his 
neck back Into place and relieve a 
state of paralysis that threatened to 
kill the nerves throughout the body. 


Wallace was removed to the hos- 


pital by police Immediately following 
tho accident. 
X-rny examination re- 


vealed that the second, third and 
fourth vertebrae of the apinal column 
had been fractured and thrown out of 
line. Pressure on the spinal cord as 
•a- result of this threatened to. paralyze 
his body. 


Drs. Irrlng Perrlll and B. L. T. 


Woods, physicians at the hospital. 
took the patient In hand and decided 
on an Immediate plan to stretch th« 
man's neck bact Into a normal posi- 
tion and relieve the pressure. 


Wallace was placed In a specially 


constructed bed, where he lay with 
his head supported by two pillars In 
an angular position. The doctors then 
placed a strap uround hlg head, under 
the chin, nnd fastened it securely. A. 
rope was tied to the strap and thrown 
over the head of the bed. 


A sack filled -with sand and weigh- 


ins ten pounds was tied to the rop« 
and allowed to hang down, thereby 
throwing the weight on the rope and 
pulling the man's head away from his 
body. Wallace was forced to stay in 
this position for two weeks. During 
that time the paralysis disappeared 
and the straps were removed. 


The other day the man sat. up In 


bed nnfl told his frperiences to a 
number of phrslclans who have be- 
come Interested In Hie case, regarded 
by many as an Innovation In surgery.

Portraits ol Noted Patriot Being Un- 


veiled iu Stnto Armories Carry 
Lust Message on Americanism.

Albany, Oct. 27.—Today is the 


birthday of the late President Theo- 
dore Roosevelt, and portraits of the | 
noted American are being unveiled in 
virtually every armory in New York 
State through the efforts of J. Leslie 
Kincaid of Syracuse, adjutant gener- 
al of the state. 


The portraits bear the titlev- "Keep 


Up The Fight for Americanism," and j 
carry the last public message of Pres- j 
Ident RooKevelt, which was read at a 
mass meeting of the American De- 
fense Society in the New York Hippo- 
drome on the evening of January 5, 
1919, 'the night before 
Roosevelt 


died. 


"This important message to Amer- 


icans," declared Adjutant 
General 


Kincaid 
today, 
"from 
Theodore 


Roosevelt, as honorary president of 
the American Defense Society, is an 
inspiration to all those who have our 
country's welfare at heart. It pro- 
vides a fittii^ memorial for the man 
who' devoted his life to public ser- 
vice, and especially so irf the trying 
period of the World War." 


The message on each portrait 


reads. In part, as follows: 
> 


"I cannot be with you and so all I 


can do is to wish you 
God-speed. 


There must be no sagging in the fight 
for Americanism merely because thej 
war Is over. 
j 


"In the first place we should in- 


sist that if the immigrant who comes! 
to America in good faith, becomes an I 
American and assimilates himself to 
us he shall be treated on an exact 
equality with everyone else, for it is 
an outrage to discriminate any such 
man because of creed or birth place 
or origin. 


"But this is predicated''upon the 


man's becoming in every 
fact an 


American and nothing but an Ameri- 
can. 
If he tries to keep segregated 


with men of his own origin and sep- 
arated from the rest of America, then 
he isn't doing his part as an Ameri- 
can. 


"W e have room for but one lan- 


guage .here and that is the English 
language, for we intend to see that 
the crucible turns our people out as 
Americans, of American nationality, 
and not as dwellers in a polyglot 
hoarding house; and we have room 
for but one soul, loyalty, and that is 
a loyalty to the American people."
